pit bull leashed - Jeffrey Froh of 6 Stevens Road has been 
ordered by the Board of Selectmen to remove his dog 
from the town of Rochester within 15 days. 

The pit bull currently is under a restraining order 
after attacking two separate dogs from two owners in 
April and September. Jennifer Kulak of 236 High Street - 
who submitted the first complaint in April -sent the latest 
animal control complaint after a second dog of hers was 
attacked on November 13. 

Ms. Kulak, present at the Selectmen's November 
21 hearing on the matter, described the incident. "I heard 
a horrible noise, and the dog charged after me/ 7 she said. 

At the meeting, the board acknowledged a letter 
by Kimberly Froh, who offered to find a new home for the 
pit bull as soon as possible. They then voted to ban the 
dog from town after 15 days, ruling that any community 
receiving the dog must be notified of its past offenses. 

"If not adopted, it has to be euthanized/ 7 added 
Selectman Naida Parker. 

In other matters, Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera said the ORCTV negotiating committee - 
composed of Town Administrators and one representative 
from Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester - recently met 
to discuss the community station's contract. 

The renewal of the contract was held up in the 
fall of 2010 due to concerns from Mattapoisett officials 
who felt that the town hands over an unfair portion of 
its PEG fees to ORCTV. Mattapoisett differs from Marion

and Rochester because it films its government meetings 
independently from the community station. 

Mr. LaCamera said that contract is set to expire 
on December 1, but it looks "pretty much set" for a three- 
year renewal due to contract changes made at the recent 
meeting.

At a November 21 meeting, representatives for 
CVS developers approached the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board for an informal discussion on how they could 
proceed with developing a pharmacy on the corner of 
Route 6 and North Street. 

Paul Beck of Gershman, Brow, and Crowley, a

of the intersection and the former location of the Seaport 
Coffee shop would be required, but the current owner of 
the lot - resident Wayne Walega - said that the post office 
location would remain, despite the planned removal of 
the mailboxes. The plan included 65 parking spaces. 

"A drive thru is very important to CVS for the 
elderly or the sick/ 7 said Mr. Beck, who tried to determine 
if a drive-thru would be feasible at the proposed location. 

"No drive-thrus," said Chairman Thomas Tucker, 
who indicted that the location is in a special "village 
business" district, which is subject to even stricter bylaws 
than general business. "It's a bylaw on the books. This 
board cannot approve the drive thru. It simply cannot." 
Despite the bylaw, the board informed Mr. Beck that a 
variance for a drive-thru could only be obtained through 
the Board of Appeals. 

"I'm really concerned looking at the layout of the 
building where it is. There's no consideration for North 
St. That's a huge concern for me," said board member 
John Mathieu. "North Street is residential. What's 
going to happen when we have a public meeting? The 
neighbors are going to be up in arms. You've stripped 
all this tree covering and you're putting in all these 
driveways. I have a problem with dumping all this traffic 
onto North Street." 

"If you're coming into Mattapoisett, this CVS 
building is the first thing you're going to see. I can 
imagine the public hearings we're going to see," said

board member Robert McNamara. "The problem I have 
is the traffic. You wait and see the people. You are picking 
a primo spot in Mattapoisett, and telling the people that 
they are going to triple the traffic there/ 7 

The board said that the project would require 
a traffic study of the location, with Chairman Tucker 
stipulating that the study should occur in summer when 
the town's population experiences a significant influx. 

"We can't just wait 8 months/ 7 said Mr. Beck, 
who said that their engineers could take current data and 
estimate it summer traffic, and in turn, the town could 
peer review their traffic findings. 

"With the traffic flow, I think it's going to be a 
nightmare," said board member Ron Merlo, indicating

North Street and Mechanic Street entrances. 

"We've got a CVS five miles west of here," said 
board member Karen Field. 

"Absolutely. And they are considering making a 
multi-million dollar investment because they think there 
is money to be made/ 7 Mr. Beck responded. 

The developer and Mr. Walega insisted that 
they could make the building something appealing and 
convenient for residents. Mr. Walega said that he wanted 
the design to "fit into the architectural feel of the town." 
He used the Harwich, MA CVS location as an example of 
a building that fit into a village setting. 

"It has the high roofline. It has dormers. It 
looks like it could be your next-door neighbors' fairly 
large house. I didn't want to have something come to 
Mattapoisett that was going to look bad or be a deterrent 
or give me a bad image. I had to satisfy myself that 
people wanted it and it would look good," Mr. Walega 
said. 

"My concern is that this has to fit in Mattapoisett," said 
Mr. Mathieu. "The village district was created to prevent 
Mattapoisett from looking like Fairhaven." 

An informal straw poll of the planning board 
indicated that they wanted the plans to reflect a 
building moved away from the corner of North Street, 
would consider a reduced parking plan for the sake of 
landscaping and aesthetics, and wanted the North Street 
entrance removed from plan. The board again said that 
they could not comment on the drive- thru. 

Mr. Beck said that he would work with 
developers to produce new plans that would reflect 
the planning board's input, and would specify details 
regarding landscaping, signage and color schematics. 
A revised plan will be presented to the board at an 
upcoming meeting, he said.

To help research and draft the aquaculture rules, 
an ad hoc committee of residents had been formed. While 
the majority of the rules had been drafted to satisfy both 
aquaculture supporters and critics, one aspect of the rules 
still remained up for debate as the Board sat down to 
make their decision: the issue of the "one fathom rule", 
which had been proposed by the ad hoc committee as a 
means to limit aquaculture to water of six feet or higher 
at mean low tide, thereby eliminating the possibility of 
aquaculture in shallow water. 

Concerned with the restrictive nature of the 
provision, Selectman Jordan Collyer said he would not 
support the one fathom rule. Instead, he helped to draft a 
compromising amendment. 

The amendment states that aquaculture licenses 
will be subject to the one fathom rule unless the applicant 
can prove that the "species intended for propagation" 
requires shallow water. The applicant must also obtain 
the recommendation of the Marine Advisory Board, the 
harbormaster and the unanimous support of the Board of 
Selectmen to proceed with a shallow water application. 

"That should take care of the issue of basically 
putting a moratorium on aquaculture in Mattapoisett, 
which I think could [subject] us to legal action," said 
Chairman Paul Silva. 

"[The one fathom rule] has been expanded and 
clarified and I can stand behind what's here because 
I think it's fair to everyone involved," said Selectman 
Collyer. 

Selectman Collyer said that he was 
"disheartened" to see e-mailed comments that were 
critical of the Board's reception to the proposed Harbor 
Management Plan and the Aquaculture Rules and 
Regulations proposal. 

"I took exception to some of the comments 
made. . . saying that we weren't supporting the water 
management plan. . . It was just a matter of us crossing our 
Ts and dotting our Is," he said. 

The Board praised both the Marine Advisory 
Board and the ad hoc aquaculture committee for their 
work. 

"I would like to commend the selectmen, the

Michael Gagne informed the Board that negotiations 
with Marion and Rochester regarding Mattapoisett 7 s 
share of PEG (Public Education Government) access fees 
was resolved. The fee, which is incurred by residents 
from their cable bills, offsets the costs involved in 
producing public access television. In an effort to televise 
all government meetings, Mattapoisett had lobbied 
to increase their cut of the PEG money, which totaled 
$108,000 last year.

Over two months ago, Building Commissioner 
James Buckles served a Cease and Desist order to 
Marjorie Skrutski of 10 Marion Road after she allowed 
Sperry Tents to park on her property as its business 
grew in trucks and employees. Ms. Skrutski requested 
a variance so her residential property could serve the 
limited commercial purpose of parking Sperry 7 s vehicles 
- but the Zoning Board of Appeals at its October 27 
meeting referred the case to the Planning Board. 

At the Planning Board's discussion on the matter, 
the board determined that Sperry Tents would need to 
undergo a site plan review process to amend the current 
plan to allow parking at Skrutski 7 s property. A hearing 
was postponed until January 24 to allow Tim Sperry 
time to submit a plan and adequate time for advertising. 
Once complete, the company would still have to obtain a 
variance from the ZBA to park of its neighbor's lot. 

Tim Sperry explained that the unexpected growth 
of his company lead him to accept Ms. Skrutski 7 s offer 
to use her land. "It 7 s really for employee parking. . . The 
business has almost doubled, and there are twice as many 
trucks and double the employees. This happened twice 
as fast as I expected it, 77 he said. "If we could work it out, 
great, but if not we'll head out of town. 77 

The board expressed a willingness to resolve the 
matter, with Chairman Arnie Johnson explaining that the 
problem stemmed from Sperry Tents 7 failure to notify the 
Planning Board of its new parking plans. 

" [We] have to know about these things. [We] have 
to be kept informed, 77 he said. " We would have avoided a 
lot of heartache if we were informed. 77 

In response to a question from Mr. Sperry, Mr. 
Johnson said that compaction studies would not be 
required and that the applicant could use Ms. Skrutski 7 s 
plan from an unrelated Conservation Commission 
application and combine it with Mr. Sperry 7 s current site 
plan. The board also voted to waive the application fee. 

"My only concern is that the entrance is at a 45 
degree angle. Personally, I would push for a 90-degree 
angle. 45 degrees is not safe, especially in the spring when 
there is heavy traffic on Dexter Lane, 77 Mr. Johnson said.

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The board agreed to conduct a site visit on 
December 3 at 8:30 am. 

Before the Sperry Tents discussion, Board 
Member Susan Teal expressed concern that the site plan 
review process could dissuade smaller businesses from 
moving to Rochester. 

"I'm quite angry at the way this has played out," 
she said in reference to Sperry Tents. She said even though 
there was no opposition to the company moving to town 
years ago, "they had to jump through a lot of hoops." 

"It is an unsavory experience, even if you do get 
through the process and get to run your business. It seems 
[Sperry Tents] was nickled and dimed to death," she said. 

Mr. Johnson and Gary Florindo - who both 
were on the board when Sperry 7 s original site plan was 
reviewed - defended the process. Mr. Johnson said the 
board allowed Mr. Sperry to operate his business on a 
nonconforming lot when the ZBA ruled so, and waived 
traffic circulation studies, saving the applicant money. 
"We did treat them more than fairly in the process that 
resulted in the decision." 

"I'm irritated that you said we nickled and dimed 
then. We didn't," said Mr. Florindo, who said the board 
handled the process fairly. "When we do the site plan 
review, we do it 100 percent." 

Ms. Teal responded that she wanted the board 
to be "introspective" as to whether the site plan review 
process could be more "streamlined, effective and clear."

Pico Beach Construction Permit Denied 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of 'Appeals

A seemingly routine agenda presented two 
contentious items for the Mattapoisett Zoning Board 
of Appeals to consider at their meeting on Thursday, 
November 17. 

The board reviewed an application from Diane 
and Alan D'Orlando, for a property located at 52 Pico 
Beach Road. The applicants sought a special permit to 
demolish an existing house and reconstruct a two-story 
dwelling on the same cement-pillared foundation. 

David Davignon represented the applicants, and 
presented plans to the board for the project, which would 
include a second floor, add dormers and increase the 
three-bedroom home to five bedrooms. 

The home was built in 1972, according to assessor 
records, and met the necessary 50-foot frontage, but set 
backs were tight, making assess to the structure during 
construction, and the final project, a point of contention 
for abutter Heather Hobler, who was represented by her 
attorney, Marc Deshaies. 

Ms. Hobler showed the board pictures of lumber 
that had been stored on her property by the applicant. 

"While [the applicants] talk about building from 
the deck, there's going to be trespass onto neighbor's

to excessive parking at the property during the summer 
season, when it is used as a rental. 

"What we are talking about is expanding a 
structure. . . that has been historically used for financial 
gain during the summer/ 7 said Atty. Deshaies. "People are 
going to start parking on the roadway which will create a 
detriment." 

"Sometimes in the summer, I have to call the 
police because there's beer bottles. There's people parking 
on my property, sitting on the beach," said Ms. Hobler, 
who said that a larger home would only increase traffic to 
the home and contribute to the parking issue. 

"I have serious concerns about what you refer to 
as Pico Beach Road," said neighbor Justin Kelleher. "It's 
not a road. It's not stable. . . it floods in the wintertime 
and in the rain. It's subject to occasional breakthrough 
from the bay. Increased traffic on it is a real problem. I 
don't know how this [application] floated through the 
Conservation Commission, but it somehow did. It's going 
to affect the wildlife. It's going to affect the vegetation and 
it doesn't belong there." 

Still, the applicant's attorney urged the board 
to consider the parameters of the application and not 
the fact that the house is used as a rental in the summer 
months. 

"It takes up no more of the lot. It can be 
accomplished without trespassing on anybody's property.

The board voted to deny the permit, except

purchased with Community Preservation Committee 
funds at Town Meeting in May 2009. A portion of the 
four-acre parcel was transferred to the OS AC and the 
remainder to the MAHT. Much of the parcel is wetlands, 
with the proposed home in an upland area on the parcel. 
An existing structure there will be demolished. 

"We're moving ahead and hope to take the

any comment to the ZBA regarding Tabor Academy's 
relief from the action or refusal to act by the Building 
Inspector.

After hearing various comments from board 
members, both Mr. Briggs and Mr. Magauran said that it 
all boiled down to whether the Dover Amendment pre- 
empted the need for a third party review of the site plan. 
"I don't think Tabor wants to set the precedent on this," 
said Mr. Magauran. 

"This is a much bigger issue that has to be settled 
on a state basis... it's bigger than Marion and Tabor," said 
Chairman Ryder. 

Next up, the board discussed a Special Permit 
to allow larger ground and wall sign at Hiller Chrysler 
Dodge on Route 6. 

"This is a branding issue... like Dunkin Donuts... 
corporate wants a certain size sign," said Ted North. After 
agreeing that the sign was much bigger than current 
by-laws allow, the board agreed to sent the issue to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals with the comment that the 
proposed sign does not meet the specifications of current 
by-laws.

collects funds and redistributes them to the families of 
local children who are currently being treated in area 
hospitals for cancer. The program is organized by the 
Leukemia and Lymphoma Society, and collects money 
from students and schools nationwide during an annual 
three-week event. Ms. Cabral received mail from the 
Leukemia and Lymphoma Society about Pennies for 
Projects prior to the event's official start, and offered it 
to the CSL members as a potential project for the year. 
Immediately the group agreed, and set about collecting 
money from their classmates. The group also watched a 
brief video from the Leukemia and Lymphoma Society, 
which showed the results of previous Pennies for Patients 
fundraisers in schools around the country. Teachers 
and students involved in the different fundraisers 
talked about the program itself and ways they tried to 
fundraise. 

The CSL members ultimately decided to collect 
loose change from students during lunches for the three- 
week period. They made jars and walked around the 
cafeteria, asking for donations. At first, the CSL members 
planned to have a schedule for all lunches, but by the 
first couple days of fundraising, they had decided that 
it would be better on them and donors alike to collect 
only during first lunches, so as not to bother the student 
body by continuously asking for spare change. Yet the 
CSL club wanted to do more — and so they took a trick 
from the video they had watched, and had a "Wear Your 
Hat to School Day/ 7 The CSL club picked a date and told 
students that if they wanted to wear a hat during school 
hours, it would cost them one dollar, which would be 
donated to Pennies for Patients. This, combined with 
the loose change collections during lunches, resulted 
in the CSL club collecting a total of $225 - which Ms. 
Cabral and student CSL president Madison Costa said 
was remarkable considering the fact that this only 
comprised loose change. Looking toward the future in 
other fundraisers for non-profit organizations, Ms. Costa 
said that an improvement on the "Wear Your Hat to 
School Day" would be to collect money for permission 
over the course of a week, and not collect money on the 
day of the event. This would allow the CSL club to create

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The Moderate Parent

They don't care if you forgot the spiral ham either, 
because chances are, they were planning to eat pumpkin 
pie instead of dinner anyway. 

I still remember the Thanksgivings of my youth. 
For several years at least, my family had decided that 
dishes were a pain. We would meet with other family 
members - whoever could make it - at the Inn at Castle 
Hill in Rhode Island. It was a long ride there in itchy 
polyester tights and tight hair bows. I'd spend the night 
before Thanksgiving (and Christmas and Easter) in 
spongy pink curlers for that extra special Shirley Temple 
touch. 

It was the excitement of a break in routine, an 
excuse to see my cousins, and a time to have fun with 
no expectations. Except to eat - and I was a picky eater. 
I remember moving my food around on the plate and 
attempting to eat the less frightening foods - mashed 
potatoes and cranberry sauce - while surreptitiously 
moving the yucky stuff - dark turkey meat and stuffing 
- under my napkin. 

On the way home, my favorite tradition - the 
unleashing of the Christmas albums. 

If you know me, you'll know that I've made 
my way through four cassettes and three CDs worth of 
John Denver and the Muppet's "A Christmas Together", 
hands-down, the best collection of Christmas carols ever. 
I can't listen to it enough - hence the worn cassettes and 
overworked CDs. And my mother knew that once the 
seal was broken, I wouldn't stop listening to the Mup- 
pets, so we had a "not until after Thanksgiving dinner 
and not after New Years day" rule. 

And there, in the dark ride home from Rhode 
Island, I would contentedly listen to my Christmas al- 
bum. . . over and over. . . 

Almost 30 years later, I'm playing the same al- 
bum for my two daughters, along with Bing Crosby and 
even the Barbara Streisand Christmas album that I hated 
so much back then but love now. 

I'm holding off on the Christmas carols until 
after Thanksgiving, but I have to admit that I cracked on 



one Christmas item this week - Elf on the Shelf. This is 
our first year doing the Elf on the Shelf tradition and I'm 
afraid I couldn't wait the five days until Thanksgiving to 
begin. 

If you aren't familiar with Elf on the Shelf it's 
an elf /book set that you buy once and keep as a tradi- 
tion every year thereafter. The elf is a jolly little creature 
that you place in your house and he observes your kids 
during the day. At bedtime, you read the accompanying 
Elf on a Shelf story and after bed, the elf reports back to 
Santa to let him know if your kids have been behaving 
themselves. In the morning, the elf is magically in a new 
spot and the kids have to find him. 

In our case, it's actually a "she" - my older 
daughter wanted a girl elf that she could name "Aman- 
da".

The year before 
that, my daughter Hazel insisted on making snowmen 
sugar cookies. I think by the time the girls are grown, 
there will be a schedule chock-full of holiday tradition, 
some invented by Mom and Dad, and some invented by 
the kids.

Breaking Dawn Part 1. Starring Robert Pattinson and Kris- 
ten Stewart. Directed by Bill Condon. Running time: 110 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

In Breaking Dawn — excuse me, The Twilight Saga: 
Breaking Dawn Part 1 — we receive copious data on what 
befalls a human woman carrying a vampire's child. The baby 
will grow at a terrify ingly fast rate, it will monopolize the host 
body's nutrients and leave none for the mother, and finally it 
will break her ribs, pelvis and spine in its short, superhuman 
stay in the womb. I was reminded of Larry Niven's deservedly 
notorious essay "Man of Steel, Woman of Kleenex," which enu- 
merated the practical reasons why Superman could never enjoy 
carnal relations with Lois Lane. Edward Cullen (Robert Pat- 
tinson), the sparkly vampire betrothed to mopey human Bella 
Swan (Kristen Stewart), must have read that essay; he has spent 
the last three Twilight films worrying that, should he ever fall 
upon Bella in lust, he would break her, or something. On their 
wedding night, Edward resolves to be extra super gentle, but in 
the morning Bella is still tattooed with bruises and the pillows 
have been all bitten up. 

Edward knocks Bella up first time out — way to go, 
dude! — and Bella, now occupied by a super-baby killing her 
from within, starts her long, romantic dissipation into death. 
The Twilight series has been drenched in the peculiar insanity 
of repression all along, but in Breaking Dawn it reaches a fever 
pitch. Apparently, even if you do everything right and marry 
your forbidden boyfriend before you bed him, you will still suf- 
fer nightmarishly. Bella, however, doesn't seem to suffer much, 
though computer effects render her skeletal; maybe it's just that 
Kristen Stewart can't bestir herself to portray agony any more 
than she could depict love, anger, sadness, wanting a sandwich, 
anything. At this point it's hard to tell whether her blankness in 
the role owes to shrewdness — intentionally giving teenage fe- 
male fans a void onto which to project themselves — or simply 
to boredom with the material. If the latter, she should thank Ste- 
phenie Meyer, who penned the Twilight novels, for only writing 
four instead of seven, like J.K. Rowling. 

For long stretches of Breaking Dawn, we could be 
forgiven for forgetting that Edward is even a vampire; mostly 




he frets and dithers, 
resulting in Robert 
Pattinson 's dullest 
performance in the 
series, despite Ed- 
ward's finally gaining 
some physical satisfac- 
tion. Bella is slipping 
away from existence 
by the minute, and all Edward and his fancy vampire clan on the 
outskirts of Forks, Washington can think to do is stand around 
and occasionally offer her a Slurpee cup full of blood. The hot- 
blooded werewolf Jacob (Taylor Lautner), who also loves Bella, 
takes over the movie by default; he's the only one who takes 
any initiative to do anything. I've always been Team Jacob — 
give me the lower-income Native American shape-shifters over 
the bloodsucking aristocracy (Occupy Forks!) — but it's a pity 
about Taylor Lautner, who on his best day makes Kristen Stew- 
art look like Maria Falconetti. 

As a movie, this isn't terrible; none of them have 
been, really. Each film has gotten a director who has tried to do 
something simple and honest with Meyer's tormented material. 
Assuming the chair of dubious honor this time is Bill Condon, 
a long way from the sunnier days of Gods and Monsters and 
Kinsey. Regardless, he soldiers on, and he gives this half-story 
(he returns for Part 2, due next November) more gravitas and 
conviction than it deserves. Condon knows he can't show the 
particulars of the harrowing caesarean birth without risking an 
NC-17 rating, so he sketches and suggests, letting our imagi- 
nations do the queasy work. Breaking Dawn will not be his 
proudest moment, but it doesn't bring him disgrace either. (It's 
already the most insanely successful box-office hit he'll ever 
have — until, perhaps, Part 2 — which may finance another 
film or two at the level of Gods and Monsters.) 

The main problem here is that, aside from its many bizarre 
elements, the film feels like the prelude to the more interesting 
finale that Part 2 promises to be, what with Bella now vampi- 
rized and feeling her new powers. If that doesn't goose Kristen 
Stewart into moving that angular granite she calls her face, I 
don't know what will. We will also have a run-in with the Voltu- 
ri, the elitest of all elite vampires, and the continuing saga of 
Jacob's "imprinting" on Bella and Edward's baby daughter, who 
has been graced with the perfectly ghastly name Renesmee. If 
you hear of any impressionable Twilight fans who have actually 
named their defenseless babies Renesmee — or Edward Jacob, 
for that matter — please keep this to yourself.
